It is certain the Lord 
Hopton received a wound in the fide of his head with a pike, 
ſome ſay he is wounded elſewhere ; we took one of their ſpies 
coming into our quarters for intelligence, and that he might 
be the better credited by the perſon to whom he was ſent ; he 
was to produce a ſilver Meddal with the Kings Piture, which 
we took from him , and having committed him to cuſtody, 
ſent. one of our ſpies to the partee (with that Meddal) who:

which they have granted accordingly : All the Corniſh that
